NE DEMOCRATS STRL 


ANOTHER BILL INTRODUCED 
TO REMOVE RESTRICTIONS 


Washington, May 3.—Another 
method of removing the restric* 
lions on the alienation of lands in 
the Territory is proposed in a 
bill which was introduced Wed­ 
nesday in the Senate by Senator 
Warner of Missouri, and in the 
House by Mr. Murphy of that 
9tate. It differs from the bill 
that Senator Clark of Wyoming 
introduced. Its essential provis 
ions are in the first section, which 
reads as follows: 
“That the restrictions on the 
alienation of lands in the Choctaw, 
Chickasaw, Cherokee, Creek and 
Seminole Nations, Indian Terri­ 
tory, except as to full blood In­ 
dians, and except as to the home­ 
steads of those upon the approv­ 
ed Indian rolls, and except as to 
land known to contam coal, oil, 
gas, asphalt, or other mineral, be, 


and the same are, hereby remov­ 
ed on and after the first day of 
October, 1906. Provided, 
this 
act shall not extend to any allot­ 
tee who has not received a deed 
or patent to his allotment, nor be 
construed to permit any allottee 
under the age of 21 years to sell 
or dispose of his allotment except 
through a legally appointed guar­ 
dian, and then only in the manner 
prescribed by law for the estates 
of minors in force at the time 
therein. 
“And provided, further, that 
any contract, agreement or ar­ 
rangement relating to the sale of 
any such land made or entered in­ 
to prior to the first day of Octob 
er, 1906, is hereby declared void 
and not subject to record.’ * 
This bill, it is understood, is in 
accord with the views of the Sec­ 
retary of the Interior.

Washington, May 3.—Repre­ 
sentative John Sharp Williams, 
the leader of the minority of the 
House of Representatives, who 
is conducting a general filibuster 
in that body to further a report 
on the statehood bill, is not satis­ 
fied with the results he is pro­ 
ducing. 
He announced some 
time ago that he woald hereafter 
ask for 
“unanimous consent” 
legislation until a report was re­ 
ceived from the statehood confer* 
once. He has carried out this 
program, using M3 judgment in 
waiving objection when the legis­ 
lation proposed seemed impera­ 
tive. 
The report from the conference 
committee, however, has not been 
made and in discussing the mat­ 
ter today he declared that he was 
endeavoring to put another reef 
in the legislative sails and demand 
that a quorum of the House shall 
be present at all times when busi­ 
ness is transacted. This, he said, 
seems to be the next step neces­ 
sary and, although he has not 
fully made up his mind to take it, 


he is now of the belief that there 
is nothing else to do. 
The House conferees on the 
statehood bill have made, they 
say, every effort in their power 
to hasten the statehood contest 
between the two houses. 
The main question of difference 
has now been leached in their 
consideration—that of admitting 
Arizona and New Mexico.

INTERNATIONAL COTTON 
CONFERENCE ADJOURNS 


Washington, May 3.—After de­ 
nouncing the government corres­ 
pondents and more particularly 
the reports of agriculture, and 
passing a resolution advocating 
that the statistical cotton year 
should run from Aug. I to Aug. I, 
instead of from Sept. I to Sept. I, 
the international cotton confer­ 
ence adjourned Wednesday to re­ 
assemble next year, should it be 
deemed advisable by the various 
organizations to do sa 
It was 
found that the delegates were not 
clothed with sufficient authority 
to effect a permanent organ rza- 
tion. 
When the subject of govern­ 
mental crop reports came up, 
President MacColl spoke in com­ 
mendation of the census bureau 
work, but felt that some radical 
changes in the methods of the 
agricultural department should 
be made. 
President Jordan of 
the Southern Cotton Association 
also commended some features of 
the government reports, but num­ 
erous other delegates strongly 
condemned them. Mr. Tompkins 
of North Carolina characterized 
them as “a complicated system of 
guessing,” while another South­ 
ern grower denounced them as “a 
speculative football.” 
Various remedies were suggest­ 
ed, but as no two delegates seem­ 
ed able to agree on a satisfactory 
plan the whole subject was laid on 
the table* 
President MacColl expressed 
the hope that henceforward there 
would be a closer bond of union 
between the North and the 8outh 
and between America and En- 
rope.in all that pertains to cotton 
growing and manufacturing. 
At the afternoon session the re­ 
port of the committee on baling, 
ginning and hind liny 0f Ameri­ 


can cotton was received and adopt­ 
ed unanimously* The report rec­ 
ommended the following: 
“That all hales be made of 
standard dimensions. 
“That light-weight new burlap 
[be used for begging, if conditions 
Justify that cotton canvas be used. 
“That ten ties be .used on all 
bales with the Egyptian style of 
buckle preferred. 
“That ( all cotton should be 
bought and sold by weight. 
* ‘That a committee be appoint* 
od whose duties it shall be to Have 
cotton baled as above and to sub­ 
mit same for practical te st”

Sculptor with That of Our 
Own Day. 


An article on Greek versus modern 
sculpture which Mr. William Ordway 
Partridge contributes to "Brush and 
encil 
is Interesting because the au- 
hor, being himself a sculptor, knows 
whereof he writes. 
He finds modern 
art too conscious—"never unconscious” 
is his expression—whereas the Greeks 
carved their souls in marble, expressed 
ideas rather than actions, the result 
being “the splendid simplicity before 
Which we bow to-day, as well as the 
perfect blitheness and sanity of which 
Winkelmann speaks." 
Tile author also refers to the Greek 
reverence for the nude, which is sorae- 
tning quite different from pandering to 
coarse and vulgar taste. To the Greek 
sculptor the nude form was the most 
bold and perfect' thing in the world, 
the home of. the immortal spirit. But 
in the greatest period of Greek art the 
figure seldom is found treated entirely 
nude, for the reason th a t'the Greek 
discovered that drapery, properly ham 
died. enhanced the beauty of the figure 
and helped out its action. He did not 
scruple to take, much poetic license 
with drapery, as, for instance, in the 
Elgin marbles and the figures of the 
friezes. 
Greek drapery eddies about 
the limbs of the figure as the water 
of a brook eddies about a stone. 
It is interesting to note that. differ­ 
ent as are the results, the sculptors of 
ancient Greece worked,

Iro n -clad K ales A bout Sly!* L aid D ow n 
by th e L o ndon Ti m e t. 
The following are interesting ex­ 
amples of the iron clad rules laid down 
by the London Tim es in its handbook 
setting forth its code of custom s gov­ 
erning the gram m ar, spelling, punctu­ 
ation, capitalization and phrasing to 
be used by its writers. 
The reporter for the T hunderer Is 
never allowed to say “ under the cir­ 
cum stances.” According to the Times, 
“in the circum stances” :s the phrase 
to be used. 
An ordinary sentence w ritten by an 
a m ate u r new-spaper m an would prob­ 
ably be ruthlessly blue-penciled by a 
J imes sub-editor. 
The reporter might, 
perhaps, w rite som ethiug like this: 
“ W itness commenced by saying he 
had m et deceased previous to going to 
P erkins’.” 
This is not a good sentence, b u t it 
would pass m uster in most quarters. 
A Tim es sub-editor, however, would 
nearly fain t a t the sight of it, for, 
from his point of view, it contains no 
few er th an seven errors. 
To begin with, the Times never re­ 
fers to -w itness,” but to “ the w itness.” 
Secondly, it never uses the word “com 
rn en ce, 
but 
alw-ays 
“begin.” 
“By 
lug he had ’ suggests an omission 
the word “ that.” 
“D eceased” is on 
t ie Tim es black-list, and if reference 
is m ade to a person who has died, he 
is alw ays m tntioned as “ the late Mr. 
B lank.” 
F rom the standpoint of the 
ru n es, “previous to” is wrong. 
On 
the Times, it m ust either be “previous 
ly to” or simply “ before.” 
F u rth e r­ 
more, “ to going” is colloquial, and, as 
such. will not do. 
The reporter m ust 
say “ to his going.” Finally, “ P erkins’ ” 
would not be printed, as in using tile 
possessive of a word ending in “s” the 
Times alw ays adds another “s”—thus: 
“ P erk in s’s.” 
W hen the sentence under considera­ 
tion appeared in type it would read- 
“The w itness began by saying th a i 
he had m et the late Mr. Blank pre­ 
viously to his going to P erk in s’s.” 
J he word “applause,” as frequently 
used in reports of speeches a t a pu b ­ 
lic meeting, is tabooed by the Times, 
which 
alw ays 
employs 
the 
word 
cheers.” 
A nother peculiarity of the 
Times’ parliam entary reports is in the 
use of the first and third person. 
An 
ordinary speech by a private m em ber 
or a lesser m inister will be reported 
in the third person, thus: “Mr. Smith 
said th a t he had listened to the honor­ 
able m em ber,” etc. 
H ad Mr. Balfour. 
Mi. C ham berlain or Lord Lansdow ne 
been speaking, the report would be 
given in the first person. 
In 
w iltin g of a 
blue-l>ook, 
most 
B ritish new spapers begin both words 
w ith a capital letter. 
The Times capi­ 
talizes “Blue” alone. 
To illustrate its 
peculiarities of spelling, “parsim ony” 
is, according 
to 
the 
Times, 
“par- 
cimony.” T he use of the word “I,” ex­ 
cept as uttered ny a specified person, is 
black-listed, and a Tim es critic m ust 
alw ays WTite in an “im personal” fash ­ 
ion.—S aturday E vening Post.

ANOTHER BILL INTRODUCED 


TO REMOVE 


.Scott-Hoard Co, 


Washington, May 3.—Another 


method of removing the restric- 
tions on the alienation of lands in 
the Territory is proposed in a 
bill which was introduced Wed- 
nesday in the Senate by Senator 
Warner of Missouri, and in the 
House by Mr. Murphy-of that 
state. It differs from the bill 
that Senator Clark of Wyoming 
introduced. Its essential provis 
ions are in the first section,which 
reads as follows: 


"That the restrictions on the 


alienation of lands in the Choctaw, 
Chickasaw, Cherokee, Creek and 
Seminole Nations, Indian Terri- 
tory, except as to full blood In- 
diana, and except as to the home- 
steads of those upon the approv- 
ed Indian rolls, and except as to 
land known to contain coal, oil, 
gas, asphalt, or other nwneral.be, 


and the same are, hereby remov- 
ed on and after the first day of 
October, 1906, Provided, this 
act shall not extend to any allot- 
tee who has not received a deed 
or patent to hie allotment,, nor be 
construed to permit any allottee 
under the age of 21 years to sell 
or dispose of his allotment except 
through a legally appointed guar- 
dian, and then only in the manner 
prescribed by law for the estates 
of minors in force at the time 
therein. 


"And provided, further, that 


any contract, agreement or ar- 
rangement relating to the sale of 
any such land made or entered in- 
to prior to the first day, of Oetob 
er, 1906, is hereby declared void 
and not subject to record." 


This bill, it is understood, is in 


accord with the views of the Sec 
retary of the Interior.

WAR HORSES INVISIBLE. 


Various Xeans Which Are Xmployed 


to Screen the Animals from 


the Enemy. 


A special military commission 
In 


Berlin la considering the best means 
of making cavalry as invisible as pos- 
sible in warfare. 


Harmonizing the 
men's 
uniforms 


with natural conditions as much aa 
possible Is not enough, and the com. 
mission is now discussing the advis- 
ability of dyeing the horses or screen- 
ing them with light canvas tvapplngs. 


A* the London war office lately It 


was ssld that several experiments had 
been made In this direction during the 
war in South Africa. 


One official said: "Many horses were 


dyed, but' it was found* that the dye 
soon washed off all except gray 
horses. 
Several vegetable dyes were 


used, but the experiments proved of 
little value. 


"Canvas trappings made the horses 


perspire and impeded their 
move- 


ments, and, besides, when the sun is 
behind the cavalry, the horses' legs 
can be seen through the canvas. 


"The best screen for cavalry ussd In 


South Africa was a combination of va- 
rious heather-like shrubs picked up on 
the veldt. These plants were in many 
cases strung upward and downward 
from the trappings, and gave the ap- 
pearance, when cavalry were moving 
slowly across the sky line, of waving 
vegetation."

over himself. The arms are kept out- 
stretched, and thus 
costumed 
the 


dance proceeds, sometimes hundreds 
of the Aponos taking part In it at 
once. American children, even those 
advanced enough to have forgotten all 
about the hobgoblins of their youth, 
would be terrorstruck at meeting a 
single one of these ocuyas. The chil- 
dren of the Aponoa don't mind them 
a bit. They laugh and clap 
their 


hands at the antics of the giant dan- 
cers with as much merriment as you 
laugh at the wit of some Punch* and 
Judy sho^p.

THE THUNDERER'S ENGLISH. 


Iron-clad Rule* About Slyle laid Down 


by the London Tliftas. 


The following are interesting ex- 


amples of the iron-clad rules laid down 
by the London Times in its handbook 
setting forth its code of customs gov- 
erning the grammar, spelling, punctu- 
ation, capitalization and phrasing to 
be used by its writers. 


The reporter for the Thunderer is 


never allowed to say "under the cir- 
cumstances." According to the Times, 
"in the circumstances" is the phrase 
to be used. 


An ordinary sentence written by an 


amateur newspaper man would prob- 
ably be ruthlessly blue-penciled by a 
Times sub-editor. The reporter might, 
perhaps, write something like this: 


"Witness commenced by saying he 


had met deceased previous to going to 
Perkins'." 


This is not a good sentence, but it 


would pass muster in most quarters. 
A Times sub-editor, however, would 
nearly faint at the sight of it, for, 
from his point of view, it contains no 
fewer than seven errors. 


To begin with, the Times never re- 


fers to "witness," but to "the witness." 
Secondly, it never uses the word "com- 
mence," but always "begin." "By 
spying he'had" suggests an omission— 
the word "that." 
"Deceased" is on 


the Times' black-list, and if reference 
is made to a person who has died, he 
is always mentioned as "the late Mr. 
Blank." 
iTrom the standpoint of the 


Times, "previous to"' is wrong. 
On 


the Times, it must either be "previous- 
ly to" or simply "before." 
Further- 


more, "to going" is colloquial, and, as 
such, will not do.

Washington, May 3.—Another 


method of removing the restric- 
tions on the alienation of lands in 
the Territory is proposed in a 
biU which was introduced Wed- 
nesday in the Senate by Senator 
Warner of Missouri, and in the 
House by Mr. Murphy-of that 
state. It differs from the bill 
that Senator Clark'of Wyoming 
introduced. Its essential provis 
ions are in the first section,which 
reads as follows: 


"That the restrictions on the 


alienation of lands in the Choctaw, 
Chickasaw, Cherokee, Creek and 
Seminole Nations, Indian Terri- 
tory, except as to full blood In- 
dians, and except as to the home- 
steads of those upon the approv- 
ed Indian rolls, and except as to 
land known to contain coal, oil, 
gas, asphalt, or other nwneral.be, 


and the same are, hereby remov- 
ed on and after the first day of 
October, 1906, Provided, this 
act shall not extend to any allot- 
tee who has not received a deed 
or patent to hie allotment, nor be 
construed to permit any allottee 
under the age of 21 years to sell 
or dispose of his allotment except 
through a legally appointed guar- 
dian, and then only in the manner 
prescribed by law for the estates 
of minors in force at the time 
therein. 


"And provided, further, that 


any contract, agreement or ar- 
rangement relating to the sale of 
any such land made or entered in- 
to prior to the first day, of Outob 
er, 1906, is hereby declared void 
and not subject to record." 


This bill, it is understood, is in 


accord with tbe views of the Sec 
retary of the Itoterior.

It is 
Availed friction-chemical because it is 
made by mixing certain chemicals to- 
gether and rubbing them.

"Walker's match did not require the hot- 
(tie of acid, it nevertheless was not a good 
one. 
It could be lighted only by hard 


rubbing, and it sputtereu and threw nre 
In all directions. In a Jew years, how- 
ever, phosphorus was substituted on the 
tip for antimony, and tho~ change worked 
wonders. The match could now be light- 
ed with very little rubbing, and it was 
^no longer necessary to have sandpaper 
Upon which to rub it. It would ignite 
when rubber on any dry surface, and 
there was no longer any sputtering 
This was the phosphorus match, the 
.match with which we are so familiar. 


After the invention of the easily 


lighted phosphorus match there was no

ANCIENT GREEK SCULPTURE 


OlaMleal Art Compared by Voted 


Sculptor with That ot Our 


Own Day. 


An article on Greek versus modem 


sculpture which Mr. William Ordway 
Partridge contributes to "Brush and 
Pencil" is interesting because the au- 
thor, being himself a sculptor, knows 
whereof he writes 
He finds modern 


art too conscious—"never unconscious" 
is his expression—whereas the Greeks 
carved their souls in marble, expressed 
ideas rather than actions, the result 
being "the splendid simplicity before 
which we bow to-day, as well as the 
perfect blltheness and sanity of which 
Wlnkelmann speaks." 


Tfte author also refers to the Greek 


reverence for the nude, which is some- 
thing quite different from pandering to 
coarse and vulgar taste. To the Greek 
sculptor the nude form was the most 
bold and perfect' thing in the world, 
the home of. the immortal spirit 
But 


in the greatest period of Greek art the 
figure seldom Is found treated entirely 
nude, for the reason that'the Greek 
discovered that drapery, properly han. 
died enhanced the beauty of the figur* 
and helped out its action. He did not 
scruple to take, much poetic license 
with drapery, as, for instance, In the 
Elgin marbles and the figures of the 
friezes. 
Greek drapery eddies about 


the limbs of the figure as the water 
of a brook eddies about a stone. 


It is interesting to note that, differ- 


ent as are the results, the sculptors of 
ancient Greece worked, technically 
speaking, precisely like the sculptors 
of to-day. The fine marks on the mar- 
ble show that the statues were "point- 
ed up" exactly as ours to-day. Point- 
Ing up is a technical phrase. It refers 
to the delicate process of measuring 
the marble replica of the clay or plas- 
ter model and testing the accuracy of 
the copy by pencil marks and a fine 
needle in a little measuring machine 
The needle leaves infinitesimal marki 
in the surface—hence the origin of the 
phrase "pointing up." "Ih this and 
other technical directions the art dt 
sculpture 'is plied to-day as it was in 
tbe days of Philias and Praxiteles," ii 
Mr. Partridge's interesting comment.

A special military commission 
In 


Berlin 1s considering the best means 
of making cavalry as Invisible as pos- 
sible hi warfare. 


Harmonizing the men's 
uniforms 


with natural conditions as much aa 
possible is not enough, and the com- 
mission Is now discussing the advis- 
ability of dyeing the horses or screen- 
ing them with light canvas tvapplngs. 


At the London war office lately It 


was said that several experiments had 
been made in this direction during the 
war in South Africa. 


On* official said: "Many horses were 


dyed, but' It was found* that the dye 
soon washed off all except gray 
horses. 
Several vegetable dyes were 


used, but the experiments proved of 
little value. 
"Canvas trappings made the horses 


perspire and impeded their move- 
ments, and, besides, when the sun is 
behind the cavalry, the horses' legs 
can be seen through the canvas. 


"The best screen for cavalry used in 


South Africa was a combination of va- 
rious heather-like shrubs picked up on 
the veldt These plants were in many 
cases strung upward and downward 
from the trappings, and gave the ap- 
pearance, when cavalry were moving

If you look on the map of Africa 


Just below the equator you will see 
the country where the merry black 
Aponos live. They are an 
honest, 


light-headed set of savages who for 
several months of the year do noth- 
ing but dance, sing and drink palm 
wine. When the season is over they 
settle down to their ordinary pursuits. 
They have many dances which would 
seem very strange to an American, 
but the weirdest dance of all is per- 
formed upon stilts and is called ocuya 
or giant dance. 


The ocuya is an object made ot 


wickerwork with aa enormous head 
of wood.

of the- Aponos taking part In it at 
once. American children, even those 
advanced enough to have forgotten all 
about the hobgoblins of their youth, 
would be terrorstruck at meeting a 
single one of these ocuyas. The chil- 
dren of the Aponos don't mind them 
a bit. They laugh and clap 
their 


hands at the antics of the giant dan* 
cers with as much merriment as you 
laugh at the wit of some Punch* and 
Judy

THE THUNDERER'S ENGLISH. 


Iron-clad Rules About Slyle laid Down 


by tbe London Tlittai. 


The following are interesting ex- 


amples of the iron-clad rules laid down 
by the London Times in its handbook 
setting forth its code of customs gov- 
erning the grammar, spelling, punctu- 
ation, capitalization and phrasing to 
be used by its writers. 


The reporter for the Thunderer is 


never allowed to say "under the cir- 
cumstances." According to the Times, 
"in the clrcumstaaces" is the phrase 
to be used. 


An ordinary sentence written by an 


amateur newspaper man would prob- 
ably be ruthlessly blue-penciled by a 
Times sub-editor. The reporter might, 
perhaps, write something like this: 


"Witness commenced by saying he 


had met deceased previous to going to 
Perkins'." 


This is not a good sentence, but it 


would pass muster in most quarters. 
A Times sub-editor, however, would 
nearly faint at the sight of it, for, 
from his point of view, it contains no 
fewer than seven errors. 


To begin with, the Times never re- 


fers to "witness," but to "the witness." 
Secondly, it never uses the word "com- 
mence," but always "begin." "By 
saying he'had" suggests an omission— 
the word "that." 
"Deceased" is on 


the Times' black-list, and if reference 
is made to a person who has died, he 
is always mentioned as "the late Mr. 
Blank." 
From the standpoint of the 


Times, "previous to"' is wrong. 
On 


the Times, it must either be "previous- 
ly to" or simply "before." 
Further- 


more, "to going" is colloquial, and, as 
such, will not do. The reporter must 
say "to his going." Finally, "Perkins' " 
would not be printed, as in using th,e 
possessive of a word ending In "a" the

tion appeared in type it would read: 


"The witness began by saying that 


he had met the late Mr. Blank pre- 
viously to his going to Perkins's." 


The word "applause," as frequently 


used iu reports of speeches at a pub- 
lic meeting, is tabooed by the Times, 
which 
always 
employs the 
word 


"cheers." Another peculiarity of the 
Times' parliamentary reports is in the 
use of the first and third person. An 
ordinary sneeeh by a private member 
or a lesser minister will be reported 
in the third person, thus: "Mr. Smith 
Said that he had listened to the honor- 
able member," etc. Had Mr. Balfour. 
Mr. Chamberlain or Lord Lansdowne 
been speaking, the report would be 
given in the first person. 


In writing of a blue-book, most 


British newspapers begin both words 
with a capital letter. The Times capi- 
talizes "Blue" alone. To Illustrate its 
peculiarities of spelling, "parsimony" 
is, 
_ according 
to 
the 
Times, "par- 


cimony." The use of the word "I," ex- 
cept as uttered uy a specified person, is 
black-listed, and a Times critic must 
always write in an "Impersonal" fash- 
ion.—Saturday Evening Post

The news- 
papers of the State owe It to their 
c'iguity and honor as well as to their 
protection and safety to unite in an 
irresistible movement to right this 
great wrong. 


The key to such a movement Is the 


co-operation of the newspapers within 
each county to secure friendly repre- 
sentatives from that county. They 
ought to stand together for their com- 
mon interests. If the newspapers will 
exercise their legitimate influence and 
Insist on what they are entitled to de- 
mand in defense of their rights, they 
can achieve this object.
